The proceedings in executive ses- 
sion, in considering ex- Seuator Conk- 
ling’s nomination, were unexpectedly 
brief, occupying altogether only about 
half an hour, There were no formal 
speeches, and nothing said against his 
fitness for the Supreme Bench, but a 
point was raised by Bayard and other 
Democratic Senators that the Senate 
should not allow itself to be used sim- 
ply to bestow compliments upon 
friends of the President. Until it was 
known if Conkling would accept the 


appointment the Senate should re- 
frain from acting on the nomination. 
In this connection reference was made 
to Governor Morgan’s declining the 
Secretaryship of the n after he 
had been confirmed that position, 
and it was substantially charged that 
his nomination aud Oonkliag's had 
alike been sent to the Senate merely 
tur political effect or by way of per- 
sonal compliment. In reply, he was 
authoritively affirmed by a Repub- 
lican Sonator that the President ex- 
pected Morgan would accept the posi- 
tion, and that he did in fact accept 
the nomination when aprised: of its 
having been sent in, although after 
its confirmation be found the state of 
his health and other reasons would 
not permit his serving, and that the 
President made the nomination of 
Conkling in perfect faith with- 
out conferring with him, but in the 
expectation that he would accept. In 
further response to the objection, it 
was 6 that ne person nomib- 
ated for bigh office could be expected 
to ask the President to withdraw bis 
nomination while it was “under fire;” 
that in the next place, the nomination 
was not an appointment, but less than 
half an appoiotment until confirmed 
by the Senate, and finally, that if 
Conkling’s confirmation ought to be 
delayed to await information as to his 
intentions in the matter, tho same rule 
should be applied to all other nomin- 
ations. The vote on the confirmation 
was 39 ayes to 12 nays, includiog four 
Republicans. A number of other 
members of the Senate paired, and 
several present, not paired, refrained 
from voting. 


Wust Stanford Says.

It is satisfactory 
to think that the subject of so much 
consequence and such gravity is in a 
fair way of being discussed seriously 
and u its itistead of being 
made a foot-ball of clumsy dema- 
gogues, whose only interest is in using 
it to befog péople at secure votes. 


Sherman's Tour or Inspection. 


Sr. Louis, March 3. 

General Sherman, accompanied by 
General Hancock, General Poe, Colo- 
nel Morrow, Miss Sherman, Miss Poe, 
and several friends, passed through 
here over the Iron Mountain road en 
route for San Antonio, Texas. The 
party will then go to Laredo and Cor- 
pus Christo; thence back to San An- 
tonio, and visit all points on the line 
of the Southern railway to Yuma, A. 
T.; from there to Yosemite and San 
Francisco, returning by the Southern 
road to Santa Fe; thence to Denver 
and the East. This is the largest tour 
of inspection made by Sherman since 
the war. The trip is expected to oc- 
cupy ten weeks. 


New Railroad in Texas. 
Austin, Texas, March 3. 

The Rio Grande and Pecos Railway 
Compeny—capital stock, $500,000 — 
filed a charter to-day in the office of 
Secretary of State.

The noise of the shot was very slight, 
and the Queen did not hear the ex- 
plosion, She only learned what had 
happened from her excited ladies in 
waiting, and the commotion in the 
crowd. She was perfectly ’ 
and sent back to the station as soon as 
she arrived at the Castle. to hear if 
anyoue in the crowd was hurt. A few 
minutes after the Queen dispatched 
the following telegram to the Prince 
of Wales at Marlborough House: 
„In case any exeggerated reports 
should reach you, I te u to say 
that as I drove from the station here, 
a man shot at my carriage, but forta 
nately hurt po one. He was instantly 
seized. I am none.the worse.“ Mac- 
Lean_says he would not have done 
what he did had he not been hungry. 
It appears, however, that he took a 
hearty meal at a Windsor coffee house 
shortly before the attempt. The 
Daily News says there ia reason to be- 
lieve that there is more in the matter 
than at present appears on the surface, 
and that the attempt is the outcome of 
some plot. It has been rumored that 
after the occurrence à man was heard 
to say. The man in custody has not 
dene his work.” This has not yet 
been reported to the police. The cul- 
prit is said to have had a far happier 
appearance when safely in the police 
station than on the way thither.
